dominates the valley city-scape below it. Heidelberg is one 
of Germany's oldest and most renowned university-towns, 
it swarms with peddle-powered student-bots and conga-lines 
of neatly dressed, swivel-headed tourists. It has traditions 
associated with the Gothic and Roman-tic eras of the past, and 
the name of ‘Jetta’ is derived from the legend of a pagan 
prophetess named Herthe who, according to the local Roman- 
tic pageant-wagon legend of distant times, had her abode high 
on the wooded hill above Heidelberg. 

On the other side of the Neckar River, opposite the 
Heidelberg Schloss, is Heiligenberg, the Holy Hill, and there 
on the summit lies the Third Reich ruins of a Thingstätte, a 
large stone amphitheatre constructed between 1934 and 1935 
by the Reichsarbeitsdienst with volunteer help from the 
students of the University of Heidelberg. The Thingstdtte was 

named by Joseph Goebbels, himself a PHD graduate from 
Heidelberg University. The Thingstätte was primarily an 
open-air law court, the historical precedent being the ‘Ding’ 
or ‘Ting’ sites which were the old Aryan, Germanic, Saxon, 
Celtic, Nordic sites used for the gathering of local clans and 
communities; the Third Reich Thing was orientated towards 
reinterpreting these vernacular practices.

The design for 
of the house was based on Hitler's old, austere, private Teehaus 
ly situated at Mooslahnerkopf below the Berghof, which served 
as an architectural model for the new Teehaus atop Mount 
} Kehlstein. The construction of the building, with its plain solid 
stone walls, lends a monastic appearance to the overall design. 
The name ‘Eagle's Nest’ was in use from 1938, or perhaps 
earlier, On the 18" October 1938, the French Ambassador 
Andre Frangios-Poncet, on his visit to the Kehlsteinhaus, 
commented on his experience, using the name ‘Eagle's Nest’. 
Probably the term had already been coined, most likely by 
Martin Bormann or Roderich Fick. For some unknown reason 
the Eagle's Nest was never bombed by the Allies, and escaped 
demolition throughout the decades of occupation; although it 
has suffered looting and vandalism it lives on as an enduring 
symbol. It can be seen today, for the most part, In Its original 
form — apart from now catering for tourists with the obligatory 
golden-ethanol garden, themed eatery and Made in E 
souvenir shop; it is one of the only remaining ee ee 
buildings of the Third Reich that has remained relatively

In 1945 Arno Breker's three studios in Berlin, J äckelsbruch 
and Wriezen, were raided by Allied officers, and all of the 
artworks that were found were immediately confiscated, looted 
or destroyed. In the first few years after the war about 80% of 
what remained of the Art of the Third Reich was either Stolen 
or destroyed, and Arno Breker's art was sought after for Special 
treatment. Ultimately, even Arno Breker's own land and all his 
property would be stolen, most notably by the Communists in 
East Germany, and to this day it has never been returned 
neither has reimbursement been offered, nor even an apology 
made to Arno Breker whilst he was alive or to his surviving 
family. There was even a law passed in occupied Germany in 


1947 forbidding anyone to purchase any Arno Breker artwork, 

a law that, as far as I know, has never been repealed. The art 
that was destroyed by the Allies is irreplaceable, but what 
remains of Arno Breker's work and all National Socialist Art 
must be treasured now as priceless holy relics. The true holy
